JACKSON OF COURT NOTES ^ WASHINGTONS 1$ PLANET MARS ALIVE? 
A PUZZLE TO ASTRONOMER 


Reat Birthday Was On The 
|. Ath Of February 


The birthday of George Washing: | 
on will bo celebrated a week from 
next Tuesday, Feb. 22, and for mor 
than a century the memorable even 
has been observed on that date, | 
though the date on which the great | 
| American was born was Feb. 11, 173: 

Until he was twenty years old Wash- | 
ington. always observed February 11| 
as his natal day, and even after he 
had become the greatest and most 
famous American, Pebruary 11 was | 
observed ns his birthday, which | 
sometimes was celebrated in diffor-| 
ent plates both on the Hth and the| 
29nd of the month. | 

Washington's diary for 1789 con 
tains this note: "Feb. 12—Went with | 
| the family to n ball in Alexandria 
given by the citizens of it and its vi-| 
cinity in commemoration of my birth 
day." That birthday bel in Alexan | 
dria was held on Monday, because 
| the 11th of February fell on Sunday. | 

Washington's diary for 1799, the 
year of his death, contains this birth-| 
day reference: “Feb, 11—Went up| 
to Alexandria to the celebration of | 
my birthday. Many manenvres were | 
performed by uniform corps, and an| 
elegant ball and supper at night. 
Feb, 12—Returned home 

The change in Washington's birth- 
day date was brought about by the 
change fn the calendar, England in 
1752 adopted the Gregorian, or re- 
formed, calendar, which corrected the 
error of the Julian calendar, The 
new calendar dropped ten days, and| 
events which took place from Febru.| 
ary 12th to 21st inclusive were deem- | 
ed to have taken place on Feb. 22, 

It would appear that there was no 
observance of Washington's birthday 
in the Continental Army until 1871, | 
and it is likely that that was the first 
observance of the anniversary by any | 
other persons than Washington and | 
his family. On that occasion Ro 
| chambeau and a number of French 
and Amerlcan officers celebrated the 
day with a dinner, On February 12, | 

Rochambeau wrote to Washington: | 
|“Yesterday was the anniversary of 
yonr excellency's birthday, We have 
put off celebrating that holiday until 
today by reason of the Lord's Day 
and we will celebrate it with the sole | 
regret that your excellency be not a 
witness of the effusion and gladness 
of our hearts.” 

The first popular celebration of the 
February 22 date was at Nedport, R 
I, in 1784. The chronicles of the 
event say that the bells of the tawn 
were rung, the houses were decorat- 
| ed with flags and bunting and a bril- 
Mant entertainment was given. The 
‘Tammany soclety of New York in 
1790 adopted a resolution that there- 
after the 22nd of February be com- 
memorated as the birthday of Wash- 
ington,

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MUSHROOMS AS FOOD. 

Professor F. E. Clements, the state 
botanist of Minnesota, has attracted 
attention by his estimate in a recent 
bulletin that the annual waste of 
mushrooms in the United States 
equals in value the entire agricultural 
Product of the country, says the Man 
chester Union. It ts easy for an en 
thusiast in any line of thought or en 
deavor to lose the sense of just pro 
portion, and |t may perhaps be taken 
for granted that Professor Clements 
bas permitted himself to be carried 
y by the contemplation of the 
waste of a natural food product which 
is more or less abundant everywhere 
and which has an unquestioned food 
value. Beginning with early summer 
and continuing until late fall, the pro 
duction of mushrooms in woods, pas 
tures and waste places is something 
enormous, and a large proportion ol 
them are not only edible, but nour 
Ishing. In so far as the: re not 
made use of—and a small proportion 
of them là ever they of 
course, represent a loss of possible 
food supply, but some account must 
be taken of the cost of collecting and 
distributing to consumers, as 
well as of the danger from some spe 
cles which harmful and of at 
least tio which may be classed as 
deadly. These are easily distinguish 
ed, to be sure, by any one who has 
made a study of the mushroom tribe 
but until Americans, as a rule, are 
much more familiar with the subject 
than at present, a great proportion of 
the edible varieties will continue to gc 
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stions on the estimate 
that the number of American tourists 
în Europe in a season is 300,000 and 
that the average individual expendit- 
ture by thewe tourists ts $750, some 
one has easily figured that about $225, 
000,000 of American money is spent 
abroad in the course of a season; and 
this does not Include the cost of steam 
ship tickets, Bankers who handle the 
letters of credit for wealthy Amert 
can tourists are quoted to the effect 
that $3,000 is a fair average for the 
value of these letters, says the Man 
chester Union, Among tourists of the 
wealthy class, says the report, it fe 
tommon to place from $26,000 to $75. 
000 in the hands of the bankers, and. 
as a rule, fully two-thirds of the 
amount is drawn, Possibly the major 
premise of this main proposition has 
been overdrawn; possibly the minor 
premise; possibly both—and possibly 
neither.

Wickersham Recommends Pure- 
Food Man's Resingation. 


TAFT GIVES DEFENSE CHANCE

Washington. — Dr. Harvey W. 
| Wiley, the famous chief of the 
| Bureau of Chemistry, who has been 
battling against tremendous odds for 
|the fearless and impartial enforce- 
ment of the Pure Food law, is again 
under fire. 

His resignation has been recom- 
mended to the President on the basis 
of a report formulated by inveterate 
enemies within the Department of 
Agriculture, who charge him with 
evasion of the law and irregularity 
| Attorney-General Wickersham has 
indorsed the recommendation for the 
Dr. Wiley, the dis- 
missal of Dr. Rusby, and the redu 
tion of Dr. Lyman F. Kebler, chief 
of the Division of Drugs. 

In advising President Taft to oust 
Dr. Wiley, Mr. Wickersham holds 
that "condign punishment" should be 
meted out to Dr, Wiley for the salary 
arrangement under which Dr. Rusby 
was employed 

It is charged against Dr. Wiley 
that he permitted an arrangement to 
be made with Dr. H. H. Rusby, à 
recognized pharmacognoslst of Co- 
lumbia University, New York, for 
compensation in excess of that al- 
lowed by law. It is asserted that 
the arrangement was to put Dr. 
Rusby on the payroll of the depart- 
ment at $1,600 a year as an employe 
of the Bureau of Chemistry, an 
agreement belng made with him that 
he should be called upon te perform 
only such service as this salary would 
compensate for at the rate of $20 a 
day for laboratory investigations and 
$60 a day for attendance In court 

Attorney - General Wickersham 
held that the law permitted the pay- 
ment of only $9 a day, this sum later 
being Increased to $11 a day 

The record in the case was before 
President Taft for action, but he 
recognized the incompleteness of the 
case and the papers are now all be- 
fore Dr. Wiley, who is preparing his 
defense against the charges which 
were filed against him by an assist- 
ant who was running the Bureau 
of Chemistry during the famous 
chemist's absence. 

These charges and insinuations of 
irregularity and evasion of the law 
were never submitted to Dr, Wiley. 
He was merely called before the 
Committee on Personnel in the De- 
partment of Agriculture, asked about 
the fixing of the salary of Dr. Rusby 
without any intimation that "a case" 
was being made against him, and on 
this record furnished Attorney-Gen- 
eral Wickersham with the excuse to 
recommend the official decapitation 
of Dr. Wiley. 

"Worse than the inquisition or 
anything In the third degree," Is how 
the friends of Dr. Wiley, familiar 
with every stage of the fight against 
him, within and outside the depart- 
ment, characterize this attempt to 
“get his scalp.”

| Deadly After-Damp Kills. | 


ALL IN MINE ARE KILLED, 


Eleven Victims In On 
Found With. Dinner 
Foreigners Except 
Three. 


Dubois, Pa.—Twenty-one miners 
were killed in an explosion in the 
shaft of the Cascade Coal and Coke 
Company's mine at Sykesville, nine 
miles from here Saturday night, 

The explonion occurred at 9.30, but 
it was after midnight before the exe 
tent of the disaster was known, All 
of the dead but three were forelgn- 
ers. 

The explosion was slight, as ovi- 
denced by the small damage done in 
the mine, but the deadly after damp 
is responsible for most of the deaths. 

Three sets of brothers and a father 
and son are numbered among the 
dead orge and John Heck and 
Nick Pavelick and his 16-year-old son 
were found by the rescuers locked in 
each other's arms at though they 
embraced each other in thelr dying 
moment. 

None of the bodies was mutilated 
and only several showed any burns. 
Eleven of the men in one heading had 
apparently made ready to escape, for 
they carried their dinner palle and 
were headed for the opening. 

The first intimation of the explo- 
Mon at the surface was when the 
safety door on the fan blew open and 
the machinery began to run. It is 
wurmised there was trouble below, 
but it was almost midnight when 
rescuers could enter the mine, It 
took some time to get to the scene 
of the accident, a mile and a half 
from the opening, because the reacu- 
ers were obliged to carry oxygen 
with them. 

All but four of the bodies were 
brought to the foot of the shaft early 
Bunday, but were kept there until 
all were recovered. 

Four bodies were buried beneath à 
caye-in In a heading 

The State police from Punxsu- 
tawney were called to police the vi 
einity of the shaft, and when the 
bodies were brought out there was 
little distress or excitement, 

Neither mine officials nor mine in- 
spector are able to assign a cause 
for the explosion, as there are no 
survivors from which to gain an ex- | 
planation, but it is the general belief 
that some of the men drilled into a 
pocket of gas. | 

The shaft is known as a nongase- 
ous one, and Fire Boss John Brown 
reports he was through the heading 
where the explosion occurred but an 
hour before and found no trace of

Three men have 
undertaken to cut down the stalk, but 
owing to its rapid growth it is feared 
they will not succeed in time to pre- 
vent the young man's death from star- 
vation. He is subsisting on raw corn 
and has already thrown down four 
bushels of cobs and it is now thought 
that his supply is almost exhausted.

Alfalfa is a permanent and cer- 
tain erop and will yield from six to 
twelve tons of rich and nutritious hay 
each year. All the clovers and tame 
grasses do well.

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New Theory of Mars’ Canals. 


Astronomer Burnham Thinks That They 


them all, professes to have 
very definite and unalterable opin- 
as to whether the planet Mars has 


tate to say that Schiaparelli, who first 
thought he saw them, was unfortunate 
in tho name he gave them. A canal 
on our earth is a thing made by human 
hands, and when canals are declared 
to be on Mars the idea is perforce car- 
ried that they, too, were constructed 
by beings that must have some re- 
semblance to man. This was not 
Schiaparelli's idea, or if It ever once 
occurred to his mind he never insisted 
on it. He did eee on Mars lines that 
suggested canals, and henc2 he named 
them canals, but how they came to be 
there, what their use was, and all that, 
he did not say nor pretend to know. 
Mr. Burnham, while deferring some- 
what to the opinion of other astron- 
Omers who have given more attention 
to the subject than he has yet been 
able to give it, inclines to the opinion 
that if the name “canal” had not been 
applied to Schiaparelli's discovery ob- 
servers that followed bim would have 
been a long time in coming to the con- 
clusion that artificial canals are cn 
Mars that can be seen from this earth. 

Mr. Burnham admits that great in- 
terest attaches to the subject, even in 
the minds of skeptical astronomers, 
and far greater interest has it for un- 
scientific people. There is so strong a 
probability that some of the other 
planets are inhabited by intelligent 
and working beings, and so taking is 
the notion that mankind has a race 
cousin dwelling on Mars, that when- 
ever the possibility of this is suggest- 
ed, men and women of all degrees of 
enlightenment eagerly hope that it all 
may be true. In the United States, 
latterly, rather more of popular inter- 
est is taken in the subject than in 
Europe, by reason of the recent studies 
and delightful writings of Mr. Lowell. 


He seems to require no further or bet- | 


ter evidence than he has already dis- 
covered that the Martian canals are 
artificial. From his tower of tele- 
scopic observation at Flagstaff, Ari., 
he may yet discover further evidence, 
which will be sufficient to convince ev- 
erybody. 

But there are other American writers 
than Mr. Lowell on the subject, and 
the very latest is author of "Astron-

mountains and filling up valleys may 
be seen active anywhere between west- | 
ern Nebraska and the Pacific ocean.) 
Then he assumes that the continents 
upon Mars resemble the flat country 
of Holland, and asserts that the inhab- 
itants have to protect their shores by 
dams similar to those built by the 
Dutch. They have, therefore, built 
dams along their coasts, while at the 
same time they have tried to lead the 
sea water into the interior of the con- 
tinents by means of waterways and 
canals. Fortunately for the inhabi- 
tants, after the dams are built the can- 
als do not have to be dug, but let in 
the water and it will flow between the 
dams up and down the continent. And 
he explains the changed ice. 
from time to time of the network of 
canals by saying that when one of the 
larger canals has given up much water 
to the lesser ones it feeds it must be- 
come shallower and consequently 
fainter in appearance, and as soon as 
it gets more water from the sea it be- 
comes darker and visible again. 

Leo Brenner is a man of science and 
in good standing among the astrono- 
mers, and hence his theory respecting 
the Martian canals is attracting a good 
deal of attention. It is but a theory, 
of course, for nothing is absolutely 
known concerning the supposed inhab- 
itants and canals upon Mars, and it is 
next to certain that nothing ever will 
be known. Some are looking forward 
to a time when larger or more power- 
ful telescopes will be made and point- 
ed at the heavens. At such a time, 
many are thinking, we shall be able 
to see important things on the planets 
that are now invisible. But this is 
mot at all certain to come to pass. 
Mr. Burnham is of the opinion that 
the practical limit to the power of tel- 
escopes has been attained. Not that 
larger telescopes, with higher magni- 
fying power, may not be constructed, 
but that our atmosphere presents dif- 
ficulties that are increased proportion- 
ately to the increase of magnification. 

Mr. Burnham is not, it should be 
said, specially interested in Mars, and 
it might be better to consult Mr. Low- 
ell or some other man that is devoted 
to the subject. Chicago's most noted 
astronomer is a famous hunter of dou- 
ble stars, and he has catalozued more 
of these, by 100, than any other man. 
He is hunting still, for be makes a trip, 
every other week, to the Yerkes tele- 
scope at Geneva, and his looking is fre-

CONDITIONS ON MARS. 


Days and Years and Light and Heat on 
the Red Planet. 
The days in Mars are:of about the 
‘game length as ours—24 hours, 39 min- 
23 seconds. Mars makes her 
orbit around the sun in a little more 
than 686 days; therefore the seasons 
almost twice as long as they are 
n us. The atmosphere of Mars Is 
rich in watery vapors. Oceans ean be 
e at the poles thick ice, which 
when summer comes. The va- 
riations in temperature are extreme. 
Mars receives only balf as much solar 
heat as our globe does. The sun ap- 
pears half as large, and the nights 
receive their light from two moons, 


and Phobos, 

The weight is such that one of our 
kilograms would only weigh 376 grams 
there. A man. is only able to carry his 
own weight on bis back. Transported 
to Mars, he could carry three times as 
much, something like kilos. In 
taking observations of Mars through 
the telescope one can see a distinct red 
disk, marked with more or less bril- 
liant spots. Some of the spots which 
are greenish are the oceans; other very 
red ones are the continents, greater 
in extent than the oceans, which is the 
opposite to the way the earth is dis- 
posed. The most brilliant spots are 
the ice covered regions of the poles, 
j and the clouds are almost 
| bright. The atmosphere of Mars is 
| more transparent than ours, dnd its 
| sky is incomparably clear. 
| "The waters of Mars are more divided 


and distributed in inland seas joined 
by long arms, which are sometimes in- 
curving, but oftenest almost rectilinear, 
and which mark the brilliant surface 


with dark lines, just as the line of 
| lend divides the panes of glass in our 
| church windows. All these dark lines 


form a pattern which is relatively 
symmetrical and which does not seem 
| to have been made by chance. A plan 
| so regular must have been designed, 


| and for a long time the observers of 
| Mars have been disposed io cousider 
| these lines as canals dug by the inhab- 
| {tants of the planet for the needs of 
their civilization —Charles Torquet in 
Metropolitan Magazine.
